Washington, Aug. 1 (^—Amer- 


ica's stake in China has been whit- 
tled down by two years of war, an 
unofficial survey showed today, but 
its importance appears to have 
been increased by the administra- 
tion's determination on a stronger 
stand in relations with Japan. 


American investments, number 


of citizens and armed forces in 
China have all declined during the 
undeclared 
Sino-Japanese con- 


flict 


The basis for comparison is a 
letter which Secretary Hull wrote 
Vice President Garner January 8, 
1938, in response to a Senate re- 
quest for information on Ameri- 
ca's position in China August 9, 
1936, when trouble broke out in 
Shanghai. 
Hull then put American invest- 


ments at $132,000,000. 
Officials 


say they now are $98,000,000. He 
added to this total about $40,- 
000,000 of Chinese obligations in 
default since the World War. 
Their present value is only a small 
fraction of this figure. 


Value of Properties 


Hull placed at $25,000,000 to 


$30,000,000 the value of properties 
of American citizens permanently 
residing in China. The present 
value is well below the smaller 
figure, officials estimate. Missions 
earlier valued at $40,000,000 arc 
now of less value because of bomb- 
ings. 


When Hull wrote Garner, there 


were 8,897 'American marines and 
soldiers in China—528 marines at 
Peiping, 814 soldiers at Tientsin 
and 2,555 marines at Shanghai. 
Now there are 1,750, .American 
-marines and no soldiers in China.

boats on the historic Yangtze pa- 
trol.

—Charging that interference by 
'the Belgrade clique" threatened 
iome rule aspirations of his peo- 
ple, Dr. Vladko Machek, the Croa- 
:ian leader, declared today that 
'roatia would secede from Yugo- 


slavia unless his autonomy de- 
mands are met. 


To the question, "won't that 


mean revolution," the gray-haired 
peasant leader answered, "it will 
mean more—it will probably mean 


World War." 
Asked how be believed an inde- 


pendent Croatia with 5,000,000 
inhabitants could live apart -from 
the Serbs, Machek acknowledged 
there probably would be a protec- 
torate over the Croats. Yugo- 
slavia's total estimates population 
is 15,630,000. 


As for 
Germany, bordering 


Yugoslavia on the northwest since 
the annexation of Austria, Machek 
said: 


"All right—Germany then—let 


her come and make order. Some- 
one must make order in Yugo- 
slavia. If Belgrade cannot make 
order in Yugoslavia, Germany 
can." 


Analogy Between Czechs 


The stooped, 60-year-old auton- 


omy leader, roiling cigarettes from 
his silver tobacco box, declared, 
"there is an analogy between our 
situation and that of Czecho-Slo- 
vakia." 


He remarked that. "the same 


elements are present in both 
states. I hope there may yet be 
time to save us but I am afraid it 
may be too late." 


Machek, who has been conferr- 


ing almost constantly with Pre- 
mier Dragisha Cvetkovich, said, 
"if it only depended on us, Croatia 
would have had her freedom long 
ago." 


For the new opposition to an 


agreement satisfying Croatian de- 
mands for home rule, Machek 
blamed a "Belgrade clique" which 
he identified as a group of "pluto- 
crats and generals." 


(At the end of the World War 


the kingdom of the Serbs, Croats 
and Slovenes came into being— 
product of a union among Serbia, 
independent from 
Turkey since 


1878, and Slovenia, Croatia, Dal- 
matia and Bosnia, which had de- 
clared themselves independent of 
Austro-Hungary, and Montenegro. 
In 1929 the name was changed to 
Yugoslavia.) 


"If Yugoslavia is to stay to- 


gether as a strong state," Machek 
said, "there must be a united 
states of Yugoslavia.

young country doctor who rigged 
up an 
oxygen-breathing device 


from a fruit jar, four lengths of 
rubber tubing and a drum of or- 
dinary welders' oxygen. 


The infants are Charles and 


Larrie Faulkner, 
born April 8. 


They got whooping cough. Their 
condition grew suddenly serious. 
Their respiration nearly failed 
completely. 
The attending physician, 
Dr. 


George K. Fisher, 29, sent out a 
hurry call for oxygen to a nearby 
welding shop. 


Meanwhile, he obtained fruit- 


jar from his mother and four 
lengths of rubber tubing from the 
father, Louis Faulkner. He tele- 
phoned his office to tend out * 


stomach pump. 


By the time the oxygen—99.50 


per 
cent 
pure—arrived 
Dr. 


Fisher had most of his home- 
made apparatus ready. 


One tube was run through the 


cover to the bottom of the jar, 
which had been filled with steri- 
lized water. The others were led 
just through the top. Two were 
placed in the nostrils of the twins 
and the oxygen released through 
the water, so it could be measured. 


Once the infants' 
respiration 


was improved, Dr. Fisher fash- 
ioned a nose mask from the stom- 
ach pump and attached it to the 
remaining tube. 
"That welders' oxygen was the 


nearest of any 
kind within 75 


miles," the doctor said. "The 
closest hospitals are at Texarkana 
and Paris, Tex., and we certainly 
didn't have time to take the babies 
there."

been planted against the outer 
corner of the concrete structure 
and the force of the explosion was 
expended outward and away from 
the building. 


On July 23 of last year the icd 


plant was destroyed by fire o£ 
supposed incendiary origin and 
since then the present building 
had been erected on the site. The 
present plant is of concrete block 
construction. 


The force of the explosion tore 


away a corner of the building ta 
a height of about four feet above 
the foundation, ripping out about 
eight or nine of the concrete 
blocks.

Every on Duty 
| 


At the time of the exploslort 


there was only one man on duty 
in the plant, Robert Every of 147, 
O'Ncil street. Mr. Every was in 
the ice plant at the time and de- 
tected the odor of smoke. 


He walked over to a door lo- 


cated in about the center of the 
building and glanced- out but saw; 
no fire. He then walked into the 
engine room and as he did so 
there was a terrific explosion. Mn 
Every rushed at once to the tele- 
phone in the office in the front 
part of the building and called 
police headquarters. 


Chief of Police J. Allan Wood 


took charge of the investigation 
which is still in progress. 


The bomb that failed to explode 


was taken to police headquarters 
and examined by James M. Spoor 
of 72 Foxhall avenue, an employe 
of the Hercules Powder "Company 
plant at Port Ewen. Mr. Spoor 
said the bomb was made of dyna- 
mite. Later it was taken to the 
Hercules plant where it was 
analyzed, and the finding of dyna- 
mite in the bomb was confirmed* 


The bomb was a homemade one 


and brown wrapping paper was 
used to hold the contents to- 
gether. A fuse was attached to 
the bomb and also a piece of elec- 
tric light wire. 


At the corner of the ice plant 


where the first bomb exploded 
were found burned fuses scattered 
among the broken slabs of con- 
crete. 


Sees No Cause 


Edgar T. Shultis, president of 


the ice company, this morning 
said he couldv assign no reason for 
the attempt to blow up the plant'. 
He said there was no labor 
trouble, and that the majority of 
the men employed had been In 
the company's service for-over a 
quarter of a century. 


The police believe that the one 


who attempted to wreck the plant 
was acquainted with the opera- 
tions of the plant and knew that 
at the hour selected for setting 
off the bomb but one man would 
be on duty. 


The men and trucks do not re- 


port at the plant until shortly 
after 3 o'clock each morning when 
the trucks are loaded with arti- 
ficial ice manufactured at the 
plant. 
' 


The force of the explosion was 
relt all over the city. Windows in 
juildings within a three-block 
radius of the plant were cracked 
and broken by the blast. 


When Chief Wood and his men 


arrived at the plant they began to 
check at once on various reports 
received that an unidentified car 
was seen in the vicinity of the 
plant at the time of the explosion. 
They also checked on a report that 
just before the blast a man was 
seen leaving the plant in a hurry, 
but were unable to obtain an ac- 
curate description of hfhi. 


Wall of Flame 


One of the residents near the 


ice plant told the police that it 
seemed as though the entire soutl 
wall of the plant was enveloped in 
flames as the bomb exploded. 


The point where the explosion 


occurred is at the rear of the en- 
gine room on the downtown tide 
of the plant. The engine room is 
just back of the company offices 
which occupy the front end of the 
downtown part of the building. 


Mrs. Irving Avery of 10 Fair

Estimated at 600 M.P.H.

lets the limit of speed attainable by 
• man-carrying airplane at 600 miles 
an hour, H. E. Wimpcris, president 
of the Royal Aeronautical society, 
declared in his presidential address 
to the society here. 


The fastest jpeed yet recorded In 


Level flight is 441 miles an hour, and 
speeds in the neighborhood oJ 500 
miles nn hour have been reached 
In terminal velocity dives. 


Explaining his reasons for select- 


Ing the 600 miles an hour limit, 
Wimpcris defined the "fence" ai the 
natural limit to the speed with which 
the air ii able to fet out of the 
way of the advancing airplane. 


"The speed at which air can movt 


when pushed is the same is the ve- 
locity of sound, and once the plane 
speed approaches this boundary it 
Becomes more and more difficult to 
push away the air In front," he said. 
"And 
there is nothing we can do 


to increase the velocity of sound. 


'When a body moves It com- 


presses the air just in front ot it, and 
the resulting pressure is communi- 
cated to the air farther ahead. This 
communication Is achieved at the 
velocity of sound in the medium. In 
air of normal sea level pressure and 
temperature this velocity Is 750 
miles an hour. In the stratosphere 
it is only 650 miles an hour. 


"When the speed reaches this limit 


the air ahead cannot be 'warned' of 
what is coming. When a plane 
moves as fast as, or faster than, 
the velocity of sound, collisions with 
the »ir particles are inevitable and 
there will be enormous loss of ener- 
gy through conversion into heat of 
the resultant shock waves." 


Wimperis added that drag or head 


resistance was 
enormously 
in- 


creased, and a much less efficient 
airplane, characterized by a low ra- 
tio of lift to drag, resulted. 


Hence, an airplane flying near the 


velocity oJ sound would require ap- 
proximately 2,000 horsepower for 
every ton of weight A present-day 
engine of this power would require 
the whole of the weight allowance 
and none would be left for the air- 
frame and its contents. 


"I* speeds such as these are to be 


attained." he observed, "it cannot 
be by the engine as we know it to- 
day."

RESPONSIBILITY IN CHINA 


Perhaps historians will write that the 


United States brought about the British sur- 
render to Japanese demands in China by 
sending to the aggressive little country a 
large part of its military materials and equip- 
ment. At any rate, that is what some critics 
in both England and France are saying 
today. 


Edgar Ansel Mowrer writes from Paris to 


thc Chicago Daily News describing the 
French attitude as follows: 


"If the British have yielded to Japanese 


pressure in the Far East, the fault is largely 
that of the United States, which was unwill- 
ing to raise a finger to protect occidental in- 
iluencc in China against Japanese aggression, 
and if Americans do not like the result, they 
have only themselves to blame." 


From a correspondent in London comes 


the same idea. We have supplied Japan with 
war materials, he writes, and have made it 
impossible for the British government to rely 
upon us for active cooperation in the Far 
East. 


In this country it looks like one more 


Chamberlain mistake, a "running out" on 
responsibility. Yet there is Biblical authority, 
too, for turning the other cheek after being 
slapped once. Is that what has happened? 
Will the outcome be less disastrous than 
many fear? 


And will our announcement of abrogation, 


in six months, of our commerce and naviga- 
tion treaty with Japan alter the situation 
now?

The removal of the boil- 
ers from the guards and the instal-" " 
lation of one smokestack, changed 
the appearance of the steamboat 
quite a bit. 


The General McDonald contin- 


ued in service on this Albany tow- 
ing route with the rest of the fleet 
until the fall of 1876 when the 
Austin line was abandoned. The 
towboat "Ohio" was broken up at 
Castleton on the Hudson, the "Sy- 
racuse" was purchased by Samuel 
Schuyler of Albany, and the "Gen- 
eral McDonald," "Austin," and 
"Silas O. Pierce" were purchased 
by Thomas Cornell of Rondout in 
the winter of 1877. 


This marked the appearance of 


the "General McDonald" in local - 
steamboat history as she came to - 
the Rondout creek in 1877 and 
ended her days of usefulness out 
of the same port. The former Aus- 
tin line vessel was placed in reg- 
ular towing co-vice between Ron- 
dout and New York with the rest 
of the Cornell fleet, hauling scows 
and barges up and down the Hud- 
son river for many vears.

British Guiana Mine* 


Yield Gold, Diamonds 


British Guiana has a total area 


larger than England, Scotland and 
Wales together. Yet the population 
is little more than 300,000, or about 
two people to a square mile, except 
in the cities. Georgetown, the capi- 
tal, accounts for one-fifth of the en- 
tire colony's inhabitants. 


Sugar, raised in a narrow coast- 


al strip diked against the sea by 
Seventeenth century Dutch settlers, 
is the chief product of British Gui- 
ana. But the inland reach, penetrat- 
ing 500 miles into the South Amer- 
ican continent, has mineral and for- 
est wealth practically untapped be- 
cause of the difficulty of transpor- 
tation. 


More than 2,000,000 ounces of gold 


and 2,000,000 carats of -diamonds 
have been brought out of British 
Guiana's jungle hinterland. Ex- 
ports of bauxite ore for aluminum 
now rival the value of sugar ex- 
ports. But almost nothing has been 
done with reported deposits of man- 
ganese ore, oil and mica, because 
the rivers—the only lines of com- 
munication into the mountains of 
the interior—are Interrupted by a 
sudden wall-like edge of the interior 
plateau, over which plunge some of 
the highest and most spectacular wa- 
terfalls In the world. 


There are only 79 miles of rail- 


roads in a region larger than Kan- 
sas. The whole colony's complex 
river system offers a mere 450 miles 
of navigable waterway. •.«;Ji»:

Utt of Virginia D»re 


Virginia Dare was the daughter of 


Ananias and Eleanor Dare, and was 
the granddaughter of John White, 
governor of the Roanoke island set- 
tlement. She was born on that Is- 
land on August 18, 1587, and was 
named after the colony of Virginia 
which Sir Walter Raleigh had at- 
tempted to establish. She is famous 
as the first English child born in 
America. Ten days after her birth, 
the colonists sent their leader back 
to England for supplies. From that 
time nothing further was heard of 
the 89 colonists left on the island. 
Governor 'White did not return until 
four years later, when no trace of 
them could be found. An inscrip- 
tion on a tree indicated they had 
probably left for another island near 
by. It Is thought they were nil 
slaughtered by Indians, but there 
was a legend that some were spared 
and when the Virginia colony was 
finally established 20 years later, 
certain Indians with apparently 
English features were discovered, 
possibly descendants of some of the 
colonists.

Timber Program 
To Help 3 States 


Washington, Aug. 1 


ident RooMvclt submitted to Con- 
gress yesterday * recommend*- 
tioa of the national resource* 
committee for a lone range pro- 
gram to rehabilitate residents of 
the cut-over timber areas of 
northern Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota. 
The committee suggested long- 


time capital loans to settlers on 
land suited for agriculture, relo- 
cation of other residents, elimina- 
tion of "uneconomic" units of gov- 
ernment, development of co-opera- 
tive marketing and a large scale 
public works program for forest 
restoration. 


The recommendations, covering 


57,000,000 acres of 86 counties, 
were based on studies begun more 
than a year ago through regional 
committees. 


Mr. Roosevelt , said that "ex- 


ploitation o£ our resources has 
created many problems, but none 
more pressing than in those areas 
of the United States where a basic 
resource has been mismanaged 
and the principal industry has 
mover or waned, leaving 
the 


working population stranded." 


"The cut-over region in th* 


northern part of the states of 
Michigan, Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sin was once the scene of a flour' 
ishmg lumber industry," he con- 
tinued. "Today a large section of 
the population in that area de- 
pends for its very existence on 
public aids, work relief, and se- 
curity payments. The large expen- 
ditures for these purposes in the 
area have enabled these people to 
survive, but could not provide a 
satisfactory permanent solution to 
their problem." 
In recommending elimination of 


"uneconomic" units of government, 
the committee suggested that the 
counties should take over the 
towns' roads and should be made 
responsible for health and welfare 
activities. It also recommended 
that school and assessment dis- 
tricts be enlarged.

The importance of itatiitici in the 


modern traffic safety program was 
thus 
tieribed by H. L. Forney, 


chief statistician for the National 
Safety council, whose staff toils the 
year round, collecting and Interpret- j 
ing accident itatiitics to put a finger' 
on every type of hazard and its rela- 
tive imrortance. 


"The need for better traffic tecl* 


derit ttatistics becomes more and 
more acute as state and local safety 
programs eliminate the more obvi- 
ous hazards and types of careless 
driver? " Mr. Forney said. 


Garden Pedestrians. 


"Driver's license laws are remov- 


ing the grossly incompetent drivers 
from the highways. Improved street 
lighting ii reducing night accidents. 
Statistics which shov. that 40 per 
cent of all traffic fatalities art suf- 
fered by pedestrians has resulted in 
recent official action by the National 
Safety council to reduce and elimi- 
nate the contribution of pedestrian 
carelessness to traffic accident 
causes. 


"But even after these more obvi- 


ous causes are brought under con- 
trol, accidents will continue to oc- 
cur and it will be neceisary to probe 
deeper for th causes. I believe ac- 
curate, complete itatiitici and rec- 
ords are the only means that will 
provide xa clue to the leu obvious 
but equally dangerous accident 
causei." 


Mr. Forney illustrated hi* point 


with reference to many studies and 
experiments going on in psychologi- 
cal, medical and psychiatric labora- 
tories to determine personal traits 
and physical defects of drivers and 
pedestrians that may provide the an- 
swer to otherwise unexplainable ac- 
cidents. This experimental work, he 
said, will be relatively useless un- 
less it is reduced to statistics and 
rec< 's and made available to acci- 
dent -evention organizations. 


"TLjre is, however," Mr. Forney 


laid, "no national ,>att«rn of a typi- 
cal traffic accident Each accident 
hai a pattern of its own, peculiar be- 
cauie of the persons and vehicles 
involved and because of the loca- 
'-n. A dangerous intersection may 
require entirely different engineer- 
ing treatment than an intersection in 
another city that produces approxi- 
~ttely the same number of acci- 
dents. 


Statistics Necessary. 


"Local police and street engineers 


are handicapped severely if they do 
not have the statistical record and 
pattern of every accident that occurs 
at a given location." 


As an indication of how little ii 


known about traffic accident experi- 
ence in some localities, Mr. Forney 
pointed out that several states and 
rr any cities do not even have laws 
or ordinances that require a traffic 
accident to be reported to local po- 
lice, coroners, or anyone else. 


"Records in ever/ city and state ' 


should reveal to local authorities the 
answers to such questions .as: How ; 
n< iy were pedestrians? How many > 
of the accident-drivers had been 
drinking? What is the ratio of acci-! 
dents in business districts to those 
in residence areas? How many oc- 
curred at night, during the fog or j 
rain? How many came at intense-; 
tions in comparison with the total 
on straightaways? What was the de- 
gree of traffic congestion? Was ei- 
ther car turning right or left?

Novel Ferryboat in Use 


By British Railway Finn 
There was launched from the yard 


of William Denny Brothers at Dum- 
barton, recently, says the Times of 
London, a double-ended ferry boat 
of novel design for the Lymington- 
Isle c* Wight service of the South- 
ern Railway company.

Vitamin in Yeait Varies 


With Different Species 


The amount of vitamin B', the 


beriberi vitamin, occurring in yeast 
varies greatly with the medium 
upon which the yeast is grown, says 
a report to the American Chemical 
society by Prof. C. A. Elvehjem, of 
the University of Wisconsin. Inves- 
tigation ot five strains of yeast also 
shows that the yield of the vitamin 
differs according to species. 


The vitamin BI content was about 


the same for most of the yeasts in 
the same medium but varied con- 
siderably with different media, the 
report concludes. The figures per 
gram ot dry yeast were 10 interna- 
tional units for grain wort yeast; 
three to four international units for 
molasses yeast and 2.5 to 3.3 in- 
ternational units for glucose-salts 
yeast.

The strain known as "endomyces I 


vernalis" showed much less varia- I 
tion in BI concentrate, 
crystalline 


B', nucleic acid or liver extract to 
the glucose-salts medium greatly in- 
creased the vitamin BI content of 
bakers' yeast. From 50 to 100 per 
cent of the added vitamin were re- 
covered in the yeast crop. 


"About 70 per cent of the B' con- 


tent ol the grain was found in the 
wort. Sterilization of the wort for 
45 minutes at 15 pounds per square 


| inch pressure destroyed about 20 per 


cent of the extracted vitamin. How- 
ever, this was not lost as the yeast 
appeared able to reconstitute the 
vitamin from the decomposition 
products."

Astronomer Forecasts 


New 'Exploding' Star 


Persons of this generation may 


live to see a star near the earth "ex- 
plode" and become brighter than 
Venus, or even far brighter than the 
rnoon. 


Making this suggestion. Milton A. 


Humason. astronomer of the Car- 
negie Institution's Mount Wilson ob- 
servatory, pointed out that the only 
exploding star, or super nova of his- 
torical times which might have been 
within the galaxy, was observed In 
1572. 


"W« can expect only one super 


nova In the galactic system In sev- 
eral centuries." he said, "and It is 
obvious the place for astronomers 
to look for them is in a near-by 
cluster of nebulae (star systems), 
such as the Virgo cluster, where 
more than 500 nebulae can be photo- 
graphed on a single plate.". 


It was In the spiral nebula NGC 


4273 of this cluster that Dr. Edwin 
Hubble, noted authority on distan 
itar systems, discovered a super no 
va last January. Gases shot out 
from this star at explosive speeds 
up to nearly 4,000 miles a second. 
The super nova became one-sixth as 
bright ai the entire star system In 
which It was located. 


An ordinary exploding star, nova 


herculls, which could be seen in its 
normal state only with strong tele- 
scopes, suddenly became one of the 
bright stars of the sky In December, 
1934, attracting world notice. But 
It would have been dim compared 
to m f uper nova observed in the An- 
dromeda nebula In 1885. At maxi- 
mum, 
Humason said, its intrinsic 


brightness was placed at 100,000,000 
limes that of the sun. 


"If such a super nova should flare 


up in our own stellar system at 
the distance of Sirius. which is nine 
light years, it would appear to us 
100 times brighter than the full 
moon," he said. "At a distance of 
300 light years it still would appear 
100 times brighter than Venus. 


"Possibly this generatlon'may be 


fortunate enough to witness the ap- 
pearance in the galaxy of a super 
nova similar to those which occa- 
sionally appear in other star sys- 
tems."

Of Human Heart Action 
The heart presents many difficult 


problems to the scientist. It oper- 
ates continuously, and if it gets any 
rest it does so by taking advantage 
of the brief period between beats. 
The mechanism that causes it to 
beat regularly is one scientists 
would like to understand. The heart 
will beat for long periods out of its 
body, just as regularly as it does 
when a part of the living organism. 
This fact makes possible a variety 
of experiments, recent ones giving 
surprisingly contradictory results. 


The hearts o£ the great majority 


of species have much in common in 
their function and mechanism, but 
recent experiments made with 
hearts of oysters and crabs have re- 
vealed Interesting differences in 
the methods of control. Professor 
Ivon H. Taylor, Brown unlvenlty 
physiologist, and Dr. Edmund M. 
Wald. of Johnt Hopkins Medical 
school, have been giving electrical 
and chemical treatments to hearts 
removed from oysters and observ- 
ing the effect on the beating of thii 
organ with its paper-thin muscles. 


The oyster heart flrst surprised 


scientists by acting in »n opposite 
way to the hearts of mammals when 
stimulated by electricity. In mam- 
mals the electric current stimulated 
heart activity but under its influ- 
ence the oyster hearts went to sleep, 
or slowed their action. • ,>. 


A similar reversal of response 


was obtained by Dr. J. H. Welsh, «t 
the Harvard Biological laboratories. 
He was working on the hearts of 
crabs and he found that the chemi- 
cal, acetylcholonc, a powerful de- 
pressant for the hearts of verte- 
brates, acts as a powerful stimulant 
on the crab heart 


The scientists working at Brown 


university treated the oyster hearts 
with this substance, which is pro- 
duced by nerve stimulation in verte- 
brates. Again they found a reversal 
from the normal course. In this case
